INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SUNDAY, OCTOBER 17, 1999 - 0900 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION:

Moderate initial attack activity was reported in California. Minimal
initial attack activity occurred elsewhere. New large fire activity
occurred in the Northern California and Southwest Areas. Large fire
containment objectives were met in the Eastern Great Basin and Southwest
Areas. The National Interagency Coordination Center mobilized
helicopters, infrared aircraft, a caterer, a shower, engines, crews, and
miscellaneous overhead. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported
in Oregon, California, ldaho, and Utah.

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

JONES, Shasta-Trinity Ranger Unit, California Department of Forestry. A
State Incident Management Team (Tarp) is assigned. This fire is two miles
east of Redding, CA and is burning in grass and scrub oak. The fire has
Jumped State Highway 299 and is threatening Redding on the east side near
Old Alturas and Boyle Road. Structures currently threatened are 100
primary homes, 100 outbuildings and 10 commercial buildings.

BIG BAR COMPLEX, Shasta-Trinity National Forest. A Type 1 Incident
Management Team (Giachino) is assigned. A Type | Incident Management Team
(Frye)is scheduled for close-out today. The complex is 28 miles northwest
of Weaverville, CA. The complex consists of the Megram and Onion fires.
Continuous night time east, to northeast winds caused the Megram fire to
escape containment lines in three separate areas.

PENDOLA, Tahoe National Forest. A Type | Incident Management Team
(Studebaker) is assigned. This fire is near Bullards Bar Reservoir west
of Camptonville, CA and is burning in mixed conifer and manzanita.
Structures in the vicinity are threatened.

SIXTEEN, Sonoma-Lake-Napa Ranger Unit, California Department of Forestry.
A State Incident Management Team (Stovall) is assigned. This fire is on

the west side of Rumsey Canyon. Current threat is to the BLM Wilderness

Study Area around Grizzly Peak. The fire is being affected by high winds
and low relative humidity.

GEYERS, Sonoma-Lake-Napa Ranger Unit, California Department of Forestry.
This fire is on Geyers Road, east of Geyersville, CA. Primary threats
include structures and watershed. Control problems include high winds,
steep terrain and low relative humidity.

(Vittum) is assigned to the south Kirk Complex, which includes the Hare
and Kirk fires. A Burned Area Emergency Rehabilitation Team is making
assessments.

EASTERN GREAT BASIN LARGE FIRES:

LAMBS MEADOW, Wasatch-Cache National Forest. A Type | Incident Management
Team (Richer) is assigned. This fire is 40 miles southeast of Evanston,
WY. Cooler weather is aiding suppression efforts. One to three inches of
dry snow fell on the incident.

ALDER, Grand Teton National Park. This fire is near Moose, WY. Good
progress was made towards containment.

SANDROCK, Sawtooth National Forest. This fire is 30 miles south of
Burley, ID. The fire is burning In grass and sage brush. Good progress
was made towards containment.

High pressure continues to dominate the weather throughout the Pacific
Northwest southward through southern California and Arizona. High
pressure over the southwest enhances the Santa Ana wind conditions and
brings snow to eastern New Mexico with isolated snow showers and brisk
winds over the Wyoming mountains. There will be gusty west winds in
northern Montana along the front range of the Rockies. High temperatures
will be in the 70"s and 80"s along the California coast, and 80"s to mid
90"s over the interior deserts and valleys of southern California,
southern Nevada, and Arizona. Mountain highs will range from the 30°"s and
40"s over the northern Intermountain Region, with 50°s and 60"s elsewhere
in the region.
